Ottawa, Aug, 46.—In a memorandum 
written before his departure for Eng- 
land and made public yesterday, Chair- 
man Drayton of the railway commission 
deals with the appilcation 6f-the board 
of grain commissioners for an order 
directing rallway companies to stenoll 
their cars in inches. After stating that 
the object of the application-is entirc- 
ly landable as such stenciling on freight 
cars Would enable the farmer to more

man: Drayton proceeds:. ‘'There is no

Albany, Aug. 46—lLieutenant Gov- 
ernor Martin H, Glynn checkmated last 
night the efferts of Governor William 
Sulzer to invoke the arbitrament of 
the courts on the question as to which 
of the two Is the present lawful chief 
executive of the state of New York, 

Replying to a formral proposal by tho 
impeached exécutive. to submit tho 
{ssne to adjudication Gn ‘tn agreed state 
of facts, Mr, Glynn? lest night deolared 
that tt was beyond his power to “bar- 
ter away any of the functions attach- 
Ing to the offica:in: which 1-am placed 
by your-Impeachment."' 

“Any attempt on.my part to do so," 
he added, ‘for to stipulate a method by 
whioh it might be done, would proper- 
ly place me inthe position you now 
occupy—that of being impcached for 
malfeasance In office.” 

To Aot as @o¥srnor. 

Mr. Glynn declared further that he 
proposed to perform eyery function of 
the office of governor. “Except {n- 
sofar a8 Il am restrained by your illegal 
action or by physical: force.” 

The announcement of the lieutenant 
governor's polioy came’ late last night 
and followed negotiations, botween the 
respeoliye counsel of tho two men in

Governor Sulzer left the. executive 
chamber at 6:30 o'clook and after a 
Short spin in an automobile~ returned 
to the mansion. 

The doors of the execulive suite at 
the capliol were securoly locked last 
Aight while guards paced up and down 
both within and without the corridor. 
It was sald that the guards would con- 
tinue their vigil. 

The serious condition of Mrs, Sul- 
zer last night necessitated the reoall of 
Dr. Robert Abrahams, from New York. 

No official bulletin was forthcoming 
last night from the execulive mansion 
concerning Mrs, Sulzer, but a bulletin 
dictated by Dr. Abrahams after he had 
learned of the patlent’s condition over 
the telephone stated that she was ‘‘still 
In 9 precarious condition" with a tem- 
perature of 102 and pulse 113.

—— 
NATIONAL KNOWLEDGE 
IS NATIONAL POWER. 

The value of education is becoming more apparent from year to year and national 
governments are taking up a problem which when worked out to a satisfactory conclusion 
can only mean improved conditions both for the individual and the state. 

Canada like the majority of the nations of the world realizes that every dollar expend- 
ed in educating the younger generation is the pest possible way in which money could be 
invested. High standards of citizenship are naturally impossible where the degree of illiteracy 
is large and low standards of citizenship prevail where there is ignorance among the masses. 
To place any nation upon a stable foundation, free from financial crisis, from revolutions 
and internal {roubles the school has been proven the only solution. There are few men who 
register an objection to a province or city expending reasonable sums for schools and in- 
structors and those who do object offer conclusive proof that they are behind the times in 
this day and age and could do with some schooling themselves. 

“Canada’s population, for instance, is a little over 7,000,000 and of that number 
57,000 cannot read nor write. The percentage even here is too large but is due almost en- 
tirely to the large foreign population which the country has absorbed during the past two 
decades. The fact that illiteracy in the Dominion runs about nine per cent is no reflection 
upon the majority of strangers who have come to Canada from other lands. In most in- 
stances the inability of immigrants to read or write has been due to the unprogressiveness 
of the land from which they came and to the failure of the governments of those countries to 
give to the people the opportunities for self improvement which are absolutely necessary to 
sound national advancement. 

As il is, however, the percentage of illiteracy in Canada, according to the last census, 
Is much lower than in a number of European countries, though exact comparisons are im- 
possible. In Portugal, between 1890 and 1897, the percentages of illiterates was nearly 80. 
In Russia the percentage figure for the same period was 61 and in Italy 38. Hungary and 
Austria both made better showings than these other countries, Hungary with 28 per cent, and 
Austria with nearly 24, The illiteracy in other continental countries was much less than in 
any of the foregoing states, Germany and Sweden showing to best advantage with less 
than one per cent in each case. ae 

In the United States census of 1910 nearly. eleven per cent. of those of the popula- 
tion who were ten or more years old were set down as illiterate, but the figure would pro-

In the United 
Kingdom the statistics of a few. years ago showed the percentage of illiteracy in England 
and Scotland to be comparatively low and in‘Ireland practically the same as in Canada today, 


but the basis upon which the figures for the’ United Kingdom are ‘compiled is ‘radically: dif- 


ferent from that which is used in Canada. 


The Canadian figures show the necessity for investing every dollar réquired in educa- 
tional facilities. Canada’s population is cosmopolitan; hundreds of different tongues are re- 


presented.. The welding of these together and demonstrating to them of the necessity. for 
education in order that the individual may progress and the nation continue to advance was 
looked upon once as a gigantic problem. It is an important task but the majority of the 
citizens in each province, no matter from what nation they may have come, enter into the 
question in the proper spirit. The result has been that Canada today stands far above many 
of the countries of the world as regards educational facilities. The work is an important one 


and should be carried out to the fullest degree for upon the education of the common people 


depends the success of the nation. 


WRONG INTERPRETATION 
OF FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 


When the periodical money stringency makes 
Itself known the general statement is made that 
money is scarce when as a matter of fact there is as 
much money in the world today as there was last 
year. The facts of the case are that there is not a 
scarcity of real coin, the real trouble being that 
there is such a demand for credit that it cannot all 
be supplied. The percentage of actual cash in a 
country has its effect and as this percentage dim- 
Inishes money naturally gets tight. Bankers and 
other investors, reading the signs of the times, see 
that there is to be a heavy demand for actual cash 
at some time in the future and immediately start to 
cutting down their loans. 

Attother reason for tight money lies in the fact 
that many speculate to the point where they cannot 
meet their regular obligations. The failure to settle 
one account extends to the other. Confidence is 
lessened, loans are curtailed and the speculative 
fever has thus had the effect of causing a shortage 
in the credit lina, The so called stringency then 
naturally follows. 


IMPEACHMENT CHARGE 
CAUSES SENSATION. 

The impeachment of Governor Sulzer, of the 
Empire State, has caused a sensation throughout 
the United States. In the history of the union only 
six men have been impeached while holding the 
office of chief executive of a state. The last to 
fight his case succeeded in having the charges 
ihrown out, this case taking place nearly 40 years 
ago. Sulzer could naturally expect trouble from 
the start; at the initial part of his tenure of office 
he immediately took action against those com- 


binations which he considered were not working in 
the interests of the general public. His first set- 
back came when he disagreed with Charles Mur- 
phy, leader of the Tammany forces. These dif- 
ferences continued to grow until the political com: 
bine reached the decision that Sulzer must ‘be 
ousted at any cost. Hence, the action of the demo- 
crats impeaching the man who less than a year ago 
carried their hanner to victory. 

Sulzer ts charged with converting campaign

funds to his own use.. Campaign contributions are 
usually unsavory enough, but when a man resorts 
to the practice of using such funds for his own pri- 
vate purposes he is placed in the same category as 
the ordinary grafter. 

Today Governor Sulzer has offered nothing in 
his defense but his counsel has announced that tha 
charges have no foundation in fact, that impeach- 
ment will be fought to the last ditch. Sulzer de- 
clares that he is not guilty; the Tammany hall gang 
declares that he is; at the present moment it fs very 
probable that the New York public will accept 
Governor Sulzer’s word and will stand by him until 
the charges are disposed of. _

New York, Aug. 16—Despatches to 
Dun's Review from branch offices of

Wholesale trade at Quebec Is in 
fairly satisfactory volume and the retail 
demand for seasonable goods Js normal 
for this period. 

At Toronto wholesale business 1s 
still rather quiet, although there are in™ 
dications of a revival in activity, con- 
fidence {n the future being stimulated 
by generally good harvesting results. 

Brisk Trado Expected, 

Distribution at rabail 4s im lberal 
volume with a fair call being noted for 
dry goods, shoes, groceries, hardware, 
and other staple lines. The weather 
has ‘been favorable and If continued, a 
brisk fall trade is confidently expected.

She, too, confessed she 
was tired of social life. “It Is full 
of dull and dreary people,” she said 
frankly.

An interesting debut in 1908 was thet 
of the Hon, Noah Johnston, sister of 
the Viscount Massereene, who ap- 
peared as a ballad singer on the stage 
at the Belfast Hippodrome, and who 
recently gave a successful concert at 
Queon’s Hall, She holds the distine- 
tion of being the only professional 
yocalist. in society, Her mother was 
the daughter of Major Whyte-Melvillo, 
the, well-known sporting novelist. She 
fs algo a lineal descendant of the last 
Speaker of the Irish House of Com- 
mons,

CROP SHOULD BE AS 
GOOD AS ANY SEASON 


Spring Wheat, Oats and Bar- 
ley and Wheat Better than 
For Flve Years, 


Ottawa, Aug. i6—In 4 bulletin issue 
today the census and statistioa office 
reports that according. to the returns 
made by crop reporting correspondents 
at the end of last month, the weather 
of July was on the whole favorable to 
the growth of grain crops. The con- 
ditions in the northwest provinces were 
reportod as generally excellent. Repre- 
senting a full.crop by 100, the average 
condition throughout Canada of fall 
wheat is expressed a8 77.75, of spring 
wheat at 87.62, of oats as 87,45, of 
barley 87.59, of rye as 85.00, of mixed 
grain as 89.33 and of flax seed as 88.85, 

The percentages of the standard con- 
dition of spring wheat, barley and rys, 
ropresent the promise of yields per 
acre for spring wheat of six, for barley 
of five, for rye of two, and for flax 
seed of one percent above the ayerage 
yleld per acre of the last five years. 
The condition of the oat crop promises 
a yleld equal to the average. 

All the field crops of 
July 81, excepting only fall wheat 
(17,.75)-and of clover (74.57) and of 
alfolfa (75.35) are represented as hay- 
{ng a condition above 80, the rango 
being from 82 for beans and corn for 
husking to 89 for potatoes and mixed 
grains, 

Spring Wheat Good. 

In the three northwest provinces 
spring wheat {s reported as 84.60 In 
Manttoba, 89 in Saskatchewan and $8 
in Alberta, the other grain crops bo- 
!ng correspondingly ‘high, barley «s- 
pecially ju Saskatchewan and Alberta 
ns Heing 90 percent or over. Hoot crops 
inthe northwest provinces are also p&>- 
ticularly good, 

The condition of buckwheat in the 
maritime provinces and In Quebec is 00 
and over, but in Ontario tt is down to 
73.43, Flax seed is above 80 in the 
northwest provinces and in Saskatche- 
wan where the great bulk of this orop 
is grown, the percentage condition Is 
84.17. Sugar bect, grown for beet root 
sugar in Ontario and Alberta, is 80.44 
for the former and 92.34 for the latter 
province, ° 

The preliminary estimate of the yield 
per acre of fall:wheat Js 22:38 bushels, 
which for the harvested area in On- 
tario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alborta 
and British Columbia of 825,800 acres 
indicates a total yleld of 18,482,000 
bushels, ags.compared with 16,896,000 
bushels for 781,000 acres in 1912, This 
yield i3 13 percent above that of last 
year. 

Nhe average yleld per acre of hay 
and clover is estimated at 41,24 ton, In- 
dicating a yield of 9,390500 tons from 
7,621,600 acres, as compared with 
14,890,000 tons from 17,633,600 acres 
or 1.47 ‘ton per acre in 1912, Alfalfa 
with an ‘average yield per acre of 1. 28) 
tons shows an estimated total ’ produc- | 
tlon of 445,000 tons from 104,284 
acres, as compared with 413,857 tons 
from 144,300 acres or 4.02 tons per 
acre in 1912,

During the last few years Ledue has 
been well known as the centre of a 
district whieh can hardly be bettered 
when viewed in the Tight of a mixed 
farming country, and ‘this fact is being 
more widely recognized every. day. 
It is here that the man who goes in 
for mixed farming with the determina- 
tion to make good, an average amount 
of erey matter and a few hundred 
dollars will find that neither his efforts 
nor his money have been by any means 
wasted, 

This is no theoretical statement, but 
plain bed-roek fact. If proofs were 
needed oe has only to think of a few 
of those wh® came to Leduc some 
years ago-—and not oso very many 
chther—who had at that time a very 
limited supply of the necessary, every 
cent of which they put into their farms 
and homesteads. They were con- 
fident that hey would see good mar- 
kets in the near future for the produce 
whieh ‘they felt they could raise, 
knowing that they had the resourees of 
a country almost ideal for the pur- 
poses of mixed farming. 

What has been the result of this 
helief inthe country? There conld be 
but one result to such conditions and 
such strongly based optimism: briefly, 
it is they ‘have made good. They 
are How prosperous farmers who can 
afford to look back and laugh at their 
early struggles to get a start. Olhers 
have rented or sold their farms and 
have started in ‘business in the busy 
little town which provides the farmers 
with a market, and are living denials 
of the old wag that the farmer is al- 
ways & poor business nan. 


Big Pay Days, 

The only practical method of giving 
an idea of amount of business done in 
this direotion fs by stating that the two 
dairies in Leduc, the Edmonton City 
Dairy and the Harris Dairy Products 
Go., each pay out some 5,000 dollars 


every month to the farmers around 
Leduc. There is quite enough for 
both these dairies to do profitable 


business, and the amount of business 
that they handle is increasing steadily. 
Both dairies show a very marked In- 
crease of business since Jasl year, 
showing that the farmers are realizing 
the pecunlary emoluments to be ob- 
tained in this line, and also that they 
are getting a square deal and the right 
price for their roilk and cream, butter 
and eggs, 
Cheese Manufacture. 

An industcy wiieh is of great im- 
portance to the farmer is the manu- 
facture of-cheese, and a cheese factory 
has recently been started in Ledue

Plater, | can handle all the caltle 
that the farmer has to sell them, as 
they make large shipments of cattle 
and hogs to Edmonton, the capital, and 
Calgary every month, besides supply- 
Ine the wants of their local customers, 

Mr. Hull ships seven or eight car 
loads of rattle every month, while It 
{s usual for him to ship two car loads 
of hogs per week; Mr. Floater also 
ships hogs and ‘beef to Edmonton and 
some to Calgary in lange quantities, so 
the farmer need never be afrald of 
not. having a near market, no matter 
aviiat. quantity of hogs and cattle he 
intends to raise. Some of the chiof 
suppliers of beef in the Leduc district 
are Ed. Southwick, J. Daly, Rosenberg, 
J, Mood, J. Burns, ete,, and those 
chiefly noted for hog raising are J, 
Forrester, Bob Brown, Mrs, J. Hicky, 
and many others. 

It is a question why, there are not. 
more sheep raised in tiheso parts, .as 
rood prices can be obtained for mut- 
ton, Dut the fact remains that there ara 
only two or three farmers who do-any- 
thing in this Mne, the chief of these 
being-Mr. Bradner, who owns a fine 
bunch of 60 or 70 first class animals. 
Dairying has, of course, played an,all- 
important pant in making for thelr suc- 
cess, and wil conlinne fo’do so as long 
as they continue to farm in the vicinity 
of Ledue. 

It is rather remarkable what profits 
there are to be made along this line 
for the average farmer with an ayer- 
age herd of cattle, and it must be ad- 
mitted that the majority of the cattle 
one sees on the farms a few miles out 
of town are nothing much above the 
average in looks. This being the case, 
the question presents itself—how large 
would be the profits to thase who give 
dheir awvhole attention to raising first 
class dairy cattle?

Stock Raising Developing at the Town of Leduc, One of the Richest and Most Prosperous 


(By A. Mi, BRAY.) 

During the last few years Ledue has 
been well known jas the centre of a 
district whieh can hardly be bettered 
when wewed in the light of a mixed 
farming country, and this fact js being 
more widely recognized every day, 
It fs here that the man who goes in 
for mixed farming with the determina- 
tion to make good, an average amount 
of grey matter and oa few hundred 
dollars will find that neither his efforts 
nor his money haye been by any means 
wasted, 

This is po theoretical statement, but 
plain bed-roek fact. If proofs were 
needed one has only to think of a few 
of those whe came to Leduc. some 
years agzo—and not so very many 
olther—who had at that time a very 
limited supply of the necessary, every 
cent of which they put into their farms 
and homesteads. ‘They were con- 
fideut that they syould see good mar- 
kets in the near firture for the produce 
whieh ‘they felt they eould — raise, 
knowing that they had the resources of 


a country almost ideal for the pur- 


poses of mixed farming. 

What has been the result of this 
Delief in the country?) There could be 
Dut one result to such conditions and 
such strongly based optimism; briefly, 
it is they ‘Shave made good.’ They 
are now prosperous farmers who can 
afford to look back and laugh at their 
early struggles to get a start. Others 
fiave rented or sold their farms and 
have started in ‘business in the busy 
little town which provides the farmers 
With a market, and are living denials 
of the old wag that the farmer is al- 
Ways 4 poor business man, 


Sections Throughout the Province. 


Big Pay Days, 

Nhe only practical method of giving 
an idea of amount of business done ip 
this direction fs by stating that the two 
dairies tn Ledue, the Edmonton Gily 
Dairy and the Harris Dairy Products 
Ge., each pay out some 5,000 dollars 
every month to the farmers around 
Leduc. ‘There is quite enough for 
both these dairies to do profitable 
business, and the amount of business 
that they handle is increasing steadily. 


Both dairies show a very marked in-}, 


crease of business since last year, 
showing that the farmers are realizing 
the pecuniary emoluments to be ob- 
tained in this line, and also that they 
are gelting’a square deal and the right 
price for their milk and cream, butter 
and eggs. 
Cheese Manufacture, 

An industry wiieh is of great: im- 
portance to the farmer is the manu- 
facture of-cheese, and a cheese factory 
has recently been startled in Leduc 
near the lake, where the common 
kinay of cheese ane made ‘hy the Harris 
Ideal Laelip Gheese Gos Their spect- 
ality cheese, the Ideal Lactic, is made 
in Camrose, but the produce from the 
Ledue farmers goes into its composi- 
tion, 

Considerable Poultry. 

Almost all. the | farms have their 
pouliry, which prove no mean asset to 
the yearly income, there always being 
a ready and profitable market for 
eggs. but foremost among the poultry 
fanciers come Mr. Telford and Mr. 
Jackson, 

Oats Biggest Crop.

Harvest Soon Ready.

There is also a cheese factory at 
Buford, some miles west of Leduc, 
which -is producing a fairly large sup- 
ply of this edible. ‘The names of even 
the principal farmers who devote 
themselves to dalryinz would he too 
numerous to mention, but taking a few 
names at random one finds W, Heatley, 
J. MoRae, D, Wilkinson, J. Lade, Q. 
Curry, Mrs. J. Hicky, J. Belly, T. Hui, 
G. Brefontain, J, Peck, and a host of 
others, 

Next lo dairying comes the raising 
of hogs and cattle for butchering, The 
two butchers in Leduc, T. Hull and H. 
Y. Flater, can handle all the cattle 
that the farmer has {o sell them, as 
they make barge shipments of cattle 
and hogs to Edmonton, the capital, and 
Calgary every month, besides supply- 
Ine the wants of their local customers. 

Mr, Hull ships seven or eight car 
loads of cattle every month, while it 
{s usual for him to ship two car loads 
of hogs per week; Mr. Floater also 
ships hogs and beef to Edmonton and 
some to Calgary in large quantities, so 
dhe farmer need never he afrald of 
not having a near market, no matter 
avhat quantity of hogs and cattle he 
intends to raise. Some of the chicf 
suppliers of beef in the Leduc district 
are Ed. Southwick, J. Daly, Rosenders, 
JT. Mood, J. Burns, ete., and those 
chiefly noted for hog raising are J. 
Forrester, Bob Brown, Mrs. J. Hicky, 
and many others. 

It ts a question why there are not 
more sheep raised in these parts, .as 
road prices can be obtained for witt- 
fon, Dut the fact remains {hat there are 
only two or three farmers who do-any- 
thing in this Hne, the chief of these 
being: Mr. Bradner, who owns a fine 
Duneh of 60 or 70 first class animals. 
Dairving has, of course, played an, all- 
important pant in making for their suc- 
cess, and will continne to’do so as long 
as they continue to farm in the vieinity 
of Ledue. 

Jt is rather remarkable what profits 
there are to be made along this line 
for the average farmer with an ayer- 
age herd of cattle, and it must be ad- 
milted that the majority of the cattle 
one sees on the farms a few miles out 
of town are nothing much above the 
average in books. This being the caso, 
the question presents itself—how largo 
would be the profits to thase who give 
thelr avhole ablention to raising first 
class dairy cattle?
